The magnitude of the case 
may be realized when it is said that 
the" amount of wrapper tobacco neces- 
sary to wrap four hundred million 
"clear Havana" cigars made in this 
country yearly, is approximately: 1,- 
600,000 pounds, on which the duty as 
wrapper tobacco would amount 
to 


more than two million dollars in addi- 
tion to the filler duty, and yet the 
Importation of wrapper tobacco for 
the fiscal-year of July, 1904, amount- 
ed to only 42,000 pounds." In other 
words, the duty paid on wrapper to- 
bacco from Havana in that fiscal year 
was less than $100,000 where it should 
lave been $2,000,000! 
The figures 


for 1905 are not available. 


The Seizure 


In tho case of the IDS bales seized 


Jn New York I found that the exam- 
inaUon at Tampa showed six "wrap- 
per bales," 29 "percentage bales" and 
ihe remainder. 73 bales, strictly "filler 
bales." 
A "wrapper bale" contains 


more than fifteen .per cent wrapper 
leaf and must pay the full wrapper 
duty of $1.S5 less twenty epr cent on 
account of the Cuban treaty. A "per-

leaf but less than fifteen per cent and 
pays wrapper duty only on the amount 
of wrapper tobacco it contains.

FARM WORK DELAYED 
BY THE HEAVY RAINS 


Stacking and Threshing of 
Grains 


and Plowing Has Been Re< 


tarded to Some Extent,. 


United States Department of Ag- 


riculture Climate and Crop bulletin 
for the week ending Monday, August 
2S,—Heavy rains over the central and 
most portions of the southern section, 
and.especially in the west-central por- 
tion of the state.' have materially re- 
tarded the stacking and threshing of 
grains and delayed fall plowing. 


In some sections, -however, the work 


has been pushed rapidly and is near- 
ing completion, while considerable ad- 
vance has been made in' plowing; in 
a few localities the ground is, in fact, 
loo hard, i'or cultivation. 


The continued high daily tempera- 


ture has hastened the ripening of corn 
and this with tho local rain in some 
localities has been beneficial to to- 
bacco and pastures. Local hailstorms 
have occurred during the week but 
no damage resulted. 
Harvesting Is 


now completed and the yields from 
grains are generally satisfactory. Much 
complaint is made from-"the. rainy 
sections of ' oats and • barley sprout- 
ing in 'the shock, but no serious dam-- 
age has resulted except in local ar- 
eas where the rains have been the 
heaviest. 


Corn continues to make a rapid 


advance. 
On low, wet ground the 


crop is slightly backward while on 
the uplands it 'is more mature.d. The 
high temperature has been very fav- 
orable for the crop but the nights 
have been much too cool. • ' The earl- 
iest planted will be practically out of 
danger by ;£:ept. 4th or 5th-and-in. 
the~southern counties

show that it has' now passed the milk 
stage. 


In the middle and northern sections 


the crop will be free from frost gen- 
erally by the 15th of Sept., some late
